I. -- The following amendments 
have been made to the Central State Scholarships 
Rules published in Part I, Section 1 of Gazette of 
Indra , dated the 21st October 1950 : 

Substitute the following for para. 2 A General 
Rules : 

" The scholarship will be tenable for a period of 
3 years or less if the course finishes earlier , It a scholar 
embarks on a course of study which curinot be completed 
in 3 years ne should be prepared to meet from his own 
resources the cost of completing the course. 
The scholarship will be of the following value : 
( a ) For United Kingdom . - $ 30 P . M . in institutions 

other than Oxiord and Cambridge. 

£33 $ in Oxtord and Cambridge. 
(b ) For United States of America , $ 125 P , M , 
As regards passage, scholars will be entitled to : 
( 1) Class II Railway tare from the place of 

residence to port of embarkation in India and 

back . 
( ii ) Second / Tourist Class sea passage both ways, 

whichever is available . 
(iil) Third Class ( in U . K .) / Coach Class (in U . S .A .) 

from the port or disembarkation to the place 

of study and back , 
Al other expenses , whether incurred in India or 
abroad will be borne by the scholar ."
